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ANNUAL REVIEW OF BUSINESS CONDITIONS - ALBERTA - 1971 

The construction and mining industries each had a record breaking year in 1971, 
Farmers' cashincome surpassed that of 1970. While the total value of all manufacturers! ship- 
ments rose to a new high, increases in most subgroups were almost matched by the drastic de- 
clines of some others. Forestry output, hard hit by a strike of pulpwood loggers early in the 
year, largely held its own through later replenishment of stock piles andmuchhigher sawmilling 
activity. Labour income rose by 10% to over $3.5 billion due to an increased labour force, 
larger numbers employed over most months of the year, and higher rates of wages and salaries. 
Retail sales were close to 8% higher than in 1970; the major significant increases werein sales 
by department stores, and by automotive outlets andservice stations. Unemployment rates were 
substantially lower inthe later months of 1971as compared with the late months of 1970, largely 
because construction industry activity (particularly residential) deteriorated progressively 
throughout 1970, while during 1971 activity accelerated month by month as the year wore on. 
In common with other parts of Canada the rates of inflation appear to be accelerating again with 
the Calgary-Edmonton December 1971 rate, at 130.3 (1961 = 100) being some 4.1 points higher 
than in December 1970. Many of the industry increases recorded should be understood to in= 
corporate these inflationary factors, though to differing degrees: some increases represent 
only changed dollar, and to a lesser degree physical, volumes. 


CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY 


The construction industry rebounded sharply from the very depressed level of 
activity which prevailed in 1970. The value of building permits issued by incorporated munici- 
palities exceeded $500 million for thefirst time. At $567million, the permit valuation was over 
$150 million higher than in 1970. Both Calgary and Edmonton approached the $200 million mark 
in permit valuation, with the Edmonton figure over $85 million higher than in 1970. (However, 
the Edmonton year to year comparison is distorted because of the introductionearly in the year 
of a revised method of valuing residential building permits. )

Particularly encouraging because of its substantial effect on winter unemployment, 


is the fact that at the end of November 1971 nearly 5,000 dwelling units were under construction 


in the Calgary metro area (as compared with 3, 700 at November 1970), and nearly 8, 300in Ed- 

monton metro area (as compared with 4,600 at November 1970), For the province as a whole 

the number of dwelling unit starts exceeded 20,400 during 1971 as compared with 12, 200 in 1970.

The value of residential building permits was $100 millionhigher than in 1970; in- 
dustrial permits rose by $3 million; commercial permits rose by $54 million; and permits cov- 
ering government and institutional building were $7 million lower. 

MINING INDUSTRY 

As expected mineral production again rose substantially. For the first time it 
exceeded that of Ontario by a considerable margin. Exports to the United States accounted for 
about 30 million barrels of the increase of crude oil, and for about 150 mmcf, of the increase in 
natural gas sales. Coal shipments to Japan, although not yet to contract levels, totalled over 
4,2 million tons, 1.8 million tons higher than in 1970. The receipts from these sales more than 
offset the continued decline in the receipts received from sulphur sales. It may be noted that 
export of mineralsfrom Alberta contributed over $800 million to the Canadian balance of payments 


with which Canada pays for her large volume of manufactured imports from the USA and Japan.

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AGRICULTURE INDUSTRY 


Farmers' cash receipts were nearly $80 million higher than in 1970. Unlike the 
experience of recent years, however, the better returns are due to much higher receipts from 
field crops: receipts from livestock were fractionally higher than in 1970. To theend of No- 
vember 1971 receipts from field crops totalled $302 million as compared with $226 million in 
1970; receipts from livestock and products totalled $408 million and $412 million. The higher 
farm gross income was reflected in higher sales of farm implements, at $81 million up by 30%. 
MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 

Near final figures show that manufacturers shipments in 1970 are valued at ap- 
proximately $1,913 million: the comparable 1971 figure is estimated at $1,992 million, an in- 
crease of only some 4%. 

The increases and decreases varied significantly among the industrial subgroups. 
There were substantial increases in shipments of food and beverages (up 6%); wood products (up 


14%); transportation equipment (up 22%); and chemical industry production (up 9%).

The significant decrease was recorded inthe primary metals industry (down 27%). 
The 1970 strike of eastern nickel production workers had a mostbeneficial effect on Alberta op- 
erations - which in turn was reflected in a drastic decline when the strikes were settled and 
nickel prices fell. The upward revaluation of the Canadian dollar as expected had a most de- 
pressing effect on several firms in the chemical products and the paper producing industries, 
Severalfirms serving the Alberta oilindustry also showed an overalldecline in activity, reflect- 
ing the lower regional activity in exploration and development. 

Other industrial groups showed normalincreases, in line with the generally higher 
levels of economic activity, and population growth, in the province. 

The next significant annual increasein manufacturing output will accompany the 
coming on stream of the additional pulpmill and oil refinery now under construction. Listings 
of major industrial plants (mainly manufacturing) completed during 1971, under construction at 
year end, and mentioned publicly as proposed (though not yet certain), appears at the end of this 
publication, 

To clarify a point frequently questioned: gas, sulphur, and synthetic crude oil 
plants are attributed tothe mining, not to the manufacturing, industry. Similarly both hydro and 
thermal electrical generation plants are attributed to the electric utility industry. These allo- 
cations are madeto conform to universal economic practice, such that conventional interprovin- 
cial, national, and international comparisons can be made. 

LABOUR 

The Alberta labour forceincreased from an average of 650,000 persons in 1970 to 
664,000 persons in 1971, The average of employed persons rose from 622,000 to 633,000: the 
average levels of unemployment were 4.3% in 1970 and +.7% in 1971. For the last six months 
of 1971 the average level of employed persons was 652,000 as compared with 630,000 in the last 


half of 1970; the comparable unemployed rates were 3.8% and 4.1%.

Labour income rose from $3, 2 billion to $3.5 billion, reflecting the higher num- 


bers employed and the higher wage and salary rates in effect during 1971. 
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GENERAL 

Retail sales rose by almost 8% over 1970; wholesale sales by over 12%, The sig- 
nificant volume increases were by grocery stores (up $20 million); by the Department stores (up 
$30 million); and by automobile dealers and service stations (up by $38 million). 

The Calgary-Edmonton consumer price index rose from 126.2 to 130.3 over the 
year, an indication of continuing inflation and that the retail dollar increases do not directly re- 
flect physical volume changes. 

Bank debits rose by only 2% during 1971, probably reflecting, mainly, lessened 
oil industry activity. 

"Visitors" to national parks rose by nearly 7%, an indication of either increased 
tourist movement or of greater usage of the trans-Canada and Yellowhead highway routes by 
business and pleasure travellers. 

The generally higher levels ofincome and of construction activity were confirmed 
by the higher volumes of most of the recorded shipments of snecitien commodities to the province. 

The outlook for 1972 remains uncertain, but on the whole more promising than 
twelve months earlier. Mineral production will almost certainly increase; whether there willbe 
increases in mining industry investment and expenditures is uncertain at this time. 

It appears that there willbe a higher volume of grain sales (at slightly lower 
prices), and that livestock prices and sales volumes will remain firm. Accordingly, farmers! 
cash receipts should be slightly above those of 1971. 

The high national unemployment rate will likely induce the federal government to 
continue to make funds available in order to maintain and improve employment prospects in and 
by the construction industry. Activity in the construction industry in turnconduces higher activ- 
ity in the manufacturing and service industries, and particularly in retail sales. 

The general outlook for Canadian manufacturing is not so favourable, Although 
there is generalrelief that the American surcharges have been removed, it must be realized that 
the 8% upward revaluation of the Canadian dollar effective throughout all of 1971 remains and re- 
duces Canadian competitiveness by alike amountin the one market which accepts over two thirds 
of Canada exports. While the American markets will remain firm for those raw materials of 
which they are in short supply, such firmness is not likely to carry over into highly processed 
products. 

Added to this is the more general and growing Canadian realization that the 


European Common Market is basically a protected and self contained unit, desirous of reducing 
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imports as much as possible in favour of regional producers. The fact that Britain and other 
countries are now joining the E,C,M, has the double effect of reducing the imports of a prefer- 
ential buyer and of making Canada non-attractive toAmerican investors and firms which had set 
up plants in Canada to take advantage of Empire tariff preferences. 

It is true that most other countries were forced to revalue their currencies up- 
wards in terms of the American-Canadiandollar. To this extent Canada is in a more favourable 
position than in previous years. But for the immediate futureit is also true that those countries 
are experiencing relatively serious economic difficulties which will have to be overcome before 
Canadian exports can be increased substantially. 

Since half of Alberta manufacturing outputis exported from the province any pro- 
nounced slow down in economic activity in other parts of Canada must necessarily affect the pro- 
vincial sales and shipments of products. 

On balance, with the general reservation that Alberta would findit difficult to re- 
main prosperous ina generally depressed national economy, it appears likely that continuing 
good prospects for the agricultural, mining, and construction industries will maintain relatively 


stable employment and incomes through 1972.

MEMORANDA 


Estimates of the 1971 value of production of fossil fuels in Alberta are as follows: 
Natural gas-$267.5 million, natural gas by-products-$196. 4 million, crude petroleum-$1,070. 4 
million, and coal-$52.9 million, The total value of production for 1971 at $1, 587 million was 
20% higher than the 1970 total of $1,325 million. 

The number of mink pelts produced on the 78 fur farms reporting mink in Alberta in 
1970 was 142,876. The value of mink pelt productiondecreased from $2.1 million in 1969 to $1.4 


million in 1970. The average price per mink pelt decreased from $10. 76 to $9. 73 over this period. 


Mileage of natural gas pipe lines in the province totalled 18,177 miles as at December 
31, 1970. This total is comprised of 4,049 miles of gathering lines, 6,575 miles of transmission 


lines and 7,553 miles of distribution lines. 


The Alberta greenhouse industry reported sales of $3.5 million in 1970; an average of 


over $47,000 per firm. Payroll of the 52 firms reporting in 1970 totalled $1.3 million. 


The number of municipal employees at the end of September 1971 for all municipali- 
ties in Alberta is estimated at 17,900. Gross payroll for the third quarter of 1971 is estimated 
at $31.7 million. These figures exclude employees and payrolls of municipal enterprises such 


as transit systems, telephone companies, school boards and municipally-owned hospitals. 


Federal government employees, in departments and departmental corporations, num- 
bered 3,261 in the Calgary metropolitan area and 5,405 inthe Edmonton metropolitanarea at the 
end of September 1970. The regular payroll for September totalled $1, 7 million in Calgary and 


$3 million in Edmonton. 


The 1968 National Forest Inventory reported anarea of 68.3 million acres of forest 
land in Alberta, 42.4 million acres of wildland, 47.1 million acres of agricultural land and 1.4 
million acres of other designated land. Total water area in the province is 4.2 million acres, 


The latest estimate of the merchantable timber volume in the province is 59.6 billion cubic feet.

Capital cost of the 48 known projects involving expenditures of over $100,000 which were 


completed in Alberta during 1971 totalled $105.8 million. 


Of this total expansions to existing 


plants contributed $92 million and new plant construction contributed $14 million. Of the 59 


projects under construction at year end, 


29 were expansions with capital costs amounting to 


$100. 8 million; 30 were new projects with expenditure for plant and equipment totalling $192.8 


million. 


Not included in this listing are over 110 known projects for which expenditures are not 


available or are less than $100,000. There were 85 such projects completed during the year at 
a total cost of $1. 8 million;capital costof the 27 projects, either under constructionor proposed 
at year end, totalled $1. 1 million.
